— A can- 
didate must submit a certificate or diploma, in original, 
with a copy thereof, showing that he has one of the 
qualifications prescribed in Rule 6. The certificate sub- 
mitted must be one issued by the authority (i.e. Univer- 
sity or other examining body) awarding the particular 
qualification.
